Wiser, more prudent, niore intelligent publish* 
era would undersell and supplant me, and I 
must favl and be driven into some vocation 
where ignorance, heedlessness and unthnttse-< 
cure the rewards designed bj] Providence for* 
intelligence, industry and economy 


But let us pause at that n ore. industry. "By 


Industry we thrive," is an old saw. which a 
very fee1!) in its place; but the truth contained 
in proverbs is so curtly expressed that it often

deed essential to thrift, and farmers, like other 
men, oueri need to be reminded of it.

And I think tl at, in thft aver* 
age, farriers waste more hours {han mechanics,

o^uite commonly so regarded—through bid 
weather, sevjere cold, too much wet. &Q. than 
fulls to the lot of almost any c .her class; and 
it is Very easy to allure many of them away to 
shoot at other men s turtles wlien they fihouid 
be graving food for their own. 
But while 


many Vaate precious hours, quite ba much, 
th*t>ugH heedleasneas and want of system as 
indolente, I know another class who slave 
themselves out of comfort and out of thought 
by incessant, excesssive drugery,—who are so 
absorbed m obtaining tbe mean* of living that 
they never find time to live—who drive through 
the dai BO that their bones ache and their 
mmds are foggy at night, and are so over- 
worked through the week that they can neither 
worship; Qod nor enjor the society of theto 
families on the Sabbath., These men will often 
tell you they have no JW-to rtttd, which is just 
as rational as for the cap jun of a steamship to 
plead a want of time to consult his compass 
and chait or keep s reckoning of his ship's pro* 
gieas. No time to read ' do they not find tune 
tc pltnt and sow, to reap and mow, and even 
to eat and sleep ' 
If ftuij do. then they may
